The much-debated power of mayors of cities in Indiana to re- 
voke saloon licenses for violations of law on the part of the liquor 
dealers is again brought to the fore by a decision just handed down 
oy Judge "Walter F. Funk, In the circuit court at South Bend. Judge 
Funk holds that such power is unquestionable vested in the mayor, 
and that he may summarily annul a saloon license when the holder 
oversteps the law. It is to be noted, however, that Judge Funk's 
decision is in direct contravention to a finding a few months ago by 
Judge Ford, in the superior court at South Bend. Judge Ford de- 
cîreed that in attempting to close a Mishawaka saloon by the revoca- 
tion of license, Mayor Gaylor was exceeding his power, and the 
nmyor Avas prevented temporarily by means of an injunction from 


g'osing the place. 


The situation is likely to arise in any Indiana city, and the-issue 
is so important that the decision 01 the suprenife court, to which ap- 
{>eal li?,i& been taken, will be a-^vaited with unusual interest. It will j 


be contended with much force that some such regulative power 
bhould be given the mayor to enable him to deal with cases in Avhich 
s]ieed}' action is necessary. It is not the ordinary practice of mayors 
r^s we find them to deal harshly with the saloon man. Too often he is 


jjKÎebied to the latter in 110 small degree for the place he holds. The 
possession of power to revoke license will hardly be construed as a 
menacing sword above the head of the liquor dealer. But in the in- 
terest of law and order he should have the power to- take summary 
action when summary action is warranted. Police power to tempor- 
arily close the drinkin'g places in times of stress is unquestioned, and 
orders of that character are obeyed without hesitancy. 
The city 
license of the liquor dealer is granted subject to restrictions placed 
about the business by state law. It grants no privileges not specified 
by statute. Violation of the terms of the license contract to obey the 
law may well justify the prompt revocation of the permit by the chief 
executive of the city which grants it. 


The Sentinel believes the "Wayne Monument commission acted 
wisely in its selection of Hayden park as the location for the me- 
morial to General Anthony Wayne which the city will erect next 
year. The spot is historic and the surroundings will make a hand- 
some setting for the work of the sculptor. Already congested condi- 
tions about the court house square, the only other site under serioun 
consideration, would have been further aggravated by the placing of 
the monument there, and the cramped quarters would have robbed 
the statue of much of its beauty and effectiveness. T a large degree 
the same condition prevails at Old Fort park. All in all, the com- 
mlBsion has taken the correct course. 


The operation of the Indiana workmen's compensation law is 
brought home to Fort "Wayne by the board's adjustment of damages 
against the city growing out of the death of a wiaterworks depart- 
ment employe who was accidentallj' killed less than thirty days ago. 
His widow receives $6.70 per week for a term of three hundred 
weeks, or approximately six years, with $100 additional to provide 
funeral expeses. The settlement is made promptly and satisfactorily, 
without litigation and without added expense of any kind to either 
party of the claim. It was the first Fort "Wayne fatality to come 
within the scope of the new law.

The chief feature of the discussion of 
peace 
suggestions in both the British 
House of Commons 
and the German 
lieichstag is the fact that the authorities 
are willing to have such discussion. That 
in itself is a comfort to those who have 
prayed for the early cessation of hostil- 
ities. 
It is an indication that those in 
power are more ready to listen to the 
people than they were some time ago, 
for it cannot be doubted that the state- 
ments formally made to the parliaments 
had their origin in a recognition of 
the 
growing impatience with the étruggle of 
those who pay the toll and their demand 
to be given some inkling of how long it 
is likely to continue. 


Naturally, it could 
not be expected 
that in such statements there would be 
any indication of faltering on the part 
of the leaders, any seeming willingness 
to concede failure, any suspicion that 
peace could be considered on terms other 
than those which woidd give assurance 
of t h ^ subject sought ai the beginning. 
As neither side has specified what this 
is, every party to the conflict asserting 
ii. is engaged in it purely as a matter 
of, self-preservation and defense against 
the aggression of another, the peace dis- 


cussion that counts, not that given out 
l'or home consumption, should not bo so 
fliiilcult of inauguration when the feel- 
ers show the time is. ripe. 


Both the British and German premiers 
ijisist, of course, that any peace pro- 
posals must come from the other side. 
Aa a matter of fact, neither 
alliance 
can claim sucli success as to warrant 
the supposition that the other M'ill sue 
for peace in the immediate future. But 
very likely one side is as heartily sick 
of the whole affair as is the other, and 
botli would welcome an opportunity to 
end it in a manner honorable alike to 
each other, and Avith 
assurance 
that 
there will be no outbreak soon again. 
The peace proposals will be put forward 
through a neutral, as the British premier 
suggested they could be. In the claims 
put forth at the peaco conference each 
side will naturally seek more than it ex- 
pects to obtain. Compromise will govern, 
as it always docs in settlements where 
the situation is not overwhelming vic- 
t;Ory and defeat. Meanwhile the discus- 
sions of peace in the parliaments serve 
not only to answer the demands of, the 
people and curb their impatience, but to 
prepare them for 
anything that may 
lianpen looking to a termination of hos- 
tilities.-

(By Morris Ackerman, of the Fish and 
Game Protective Association), 
Wild geese hunters have found that in 
many cases when they were able to land 
the fowl they owed thanks to young birds 
in the flocks attacked. 
In the marshes 
along the great lakes a few geese fall to 
hunters during the southern flight. These 
geese are killed more by chance than 
anything else. The young birds of a flock 
are compelled to stop for rest and the 
Cler members stop and wait for them 


Further south even the big fellows stDj» 
for rest on small lakes and ponds and 
they fall to hunters. 


In the breeding 
grounds of the 
far 
north, in the Canadian -provinces many 
geese fall to tho hunters. 


It is along the Mississippi river and in 
the far west, however, that the big kills 
are made. On the sand bars of the M's-

Tf MS thousands of geese are killed each 
fall. 


On the Pacific coast geese are a pest. A 
hundred geese to a. few hours of shooting 
ip a fair bag there. 


In* all sections the method of hunting it. 
about the same. 
Pits are made about 
three feet in depth and 
thirty 
inche« 
across the top and the sand cleared away 
so the pits cannot be seen until the gees« 
are almost on top of them. 


As a rule live and artificial decoys are 
set twenty or thirty yards from the pita 
in the sand and marsh. Live decoys air* 
placed in wire net enclosures and as each 
goose falls to the hunter it is stooled, 
by the use of wire, in a position of feed- 
ing, 


trunters generally use automatic and 
pump guns and heavy loads of 3^2 drams 
E. C.. with chilled shot from threes to 
sixes.

there." 


Hodges Got an Indian. 


Hodges has a number of notches on his 
own gun, but like a true pioneer, he 
dc^n't boast of his former proAvess.

UKCIE SAM MAKES WAil 
ON «ABIES IH WESl 


Seeks to Prevent Spread of 
Disease by Rabid 
Coyotes. 


Wiashington, Dec. 14.—The department 
of agriculture is taking action, through 
the biological siwvey and the forest ser- 
lice, to combat a serious wave of rabies 
infection of wild and domestic animals 
that is in danger of becoming widespread 
in the far west. 
The fact that the ex- 
tensive dissemination of the disease is 
taking place througii the agency of 
coyotes makes the situation a difficult 
one to meet. 


Outbreaks of rabies 
among coyotc^s 
have been noted from time to time for 


several years in parts of Washington, 
Oregon and northern Idaho, and the for- 
est service undertook last year to aid in 
bringing the disease under control by 
employing hunters to make war on coy- 
otes in the national forests of some in- 
fected localities. 
Since, however, the 
coyotes breed in the foothills and around 
the outskirts of the forests, a more com- 
prehensive campaign is called for. 


The eradiaction of coyotes in sparsely 
settled or rough country is said to be 
an exceedingly diflicult t^isk. 
Inasmuch 
an these animals are always a source of 
considerable losses to the livestock in- 
duHry of the Avest, congress last year 
provided a special fimd of $125,000 to 
be spent by the biological survey for the 
eradication of predatory animals both 
in the national forests and in the public 
domain, and from this fund a special al- 
lotment has now been made to provide 
for fighting the rabies. 


The disease first appeared in parts of 
eastern Oregon a«d V^'^shington and 
northern Idaho, in a region surrounded 
by natural barriers which tended to con- 
fine the outbreak. Domestic animals and 
human beings were brtten, and a good 


tieal of alarm was manifested by resi« 
dents of the infected districts, mknv ol 
whom feared for the safety of their chil- 
dren on the roads to and from school. 
The disease is now reported as having 
extended 
into 
northern 
Nevada 
and 
northern California, whence it may eas- 
ily be carried far. 


The forest service, the biological sur- 
vey, and the state board of health aro 
y-orking together to meet the situation 
in California. Medoc and I^assen coun- 
ties hove been put under quarantine by 
the state board, which has appointed 
forest rangers inspectors in Modoc coun- 
ty. 
Funds have been provided by the 
biological survey for the employment of 
additional men and 
the 
purchase of 
traps and poison. The public will be en- 
listed in the campaign, which will be le<l 
by the biological survey officials and tlio 
forest rangers.

BULGARIANS BREAK 
ANGLO-FRENCH LINE 


Berlin, Dec. 14—(Via Sayville.) —Bal- 
garian troops have broken through the 
Anglo-French line and cut off the French 
forces from the British, according to an 
official statement dated Dec. 12 received 
here today from Serbia. It is stated a 
long section of the French front "was 
taken by storm, the French forces suffer- 
ing heavy 
losses. 
The statement, as 
given out by the Overseas News Agency, 
follows: 


"The Bulgarians continned pursuit of 
the Anglo-lYench troops on both banks 
of the Vardar, in the direction of Giev- 
geli and Doiran. 


"On the right bank of the Vardar the 
Bulgarians stormed the whole French 
fiont between ^NCIektovo and Smoka- 
vitza, southwest of Kovanetz. 
French 
Tc-giments Nos. 45, 84, 145 and 284 suf- 
fered heavily. 
Near Nebortzi our cav- 
alrj^ routed a French battalion and cap- 
tured its commander. On the left bank 
oi" the Vardar we routed the enemy from 
fortified positions. The defeated British 
withdrew to the southeast, toward Kar- 
auglarlar, aiid the French to the south- 
west toward Bogdantzi. A Macedonian 
division broke through the front, cap- 
tured Bogdantzi and cut off the French 
from the British. 


"The French killed or captured belong 


for the most part to Gen Bailloud's divi- 
sion, composed of regiments No. 175 and 
186 and the Second regiment of Zouaves. 
The pursuit continues." 


GERMANY WIUU PROTEST. 


Resents Granting of Further Coneetslons 
to Allies by Greece. 


London, Dec 14—(9:42 a. m.)—Germany 
apparently has no intention of Q^rmittlng: 
dreece to grant any further concessions 
to the allies without a vehement protest. 
Reuter'8 correspondent at Athena says 
German diplomats 
already have 
taken 
steps which may add considerably' to 
Greece's, difficulties if pressed. It is an- 
nounced officially at Athens, the corre- 
spondent 
continues, that 
Germany has 
asked Greece "whether the new facilities 
afforded the allies compromise Greek neu- 
traJity in any way." 


No official communication has been Is- 
sued thus far at Athens regarding the 
exchange of views between German and 
Greek diplomats, but Greek officials admit 
the situation i« becoming more delicate. 
The correspondent believes, however, that 
Germany does not desire to bring mat 
ters to a head, recognizing the fact that 
Greece Is confronted with exceptional cir- 
cumstances.

"White House. 


TWO HUNDRED WOMEN 
IN THE FIRST PARTY 


Thank President for Declar- 
ing Votes for Women a 
State Issue. 


Washington. 
Dec. 14.—The 
white 
house was today the Mecca of women 
leaders of both camps in the fight for 
suffrage. 


The first delegation received by the 
president came from the National As- 
sociation Opposed to Woman Suffrage 
which hold its annual meeting 
here 
yesterday and was headed by Mrs. Ar 
thiir M. Dodge, of New York, Its presi- 
dent. 


iScveral liundred members of the Na 
tional American Woman Suffrage asso- 
ciation nnd^^r the leadership of Dr. An- 
na Howard Shaw, the retiring presi- 
<lont, were to call on the president late 
today. 


]\[rs. Dodge in a brief address thanked 
the president for having declared that 
Ruffragp was an issue which the states, 
rather than congress should determine. 


The president made no response as 
the two Inmdred women of the party 
began shaking hands as soon as Mrs. 
Dodge had finished. 


The Congressional 
Union for Wo- 
man SufTrage and the National Associa 
tion Opposed to Woman Suffrage con- 
cluded their business sessions late yes- 
terday. 
The antis adopted resolutions 
declaring that a lack of patriotism was 
shown by suffragists in forcing their is- 
sue before congress in a session called 
to solve important national and inter- 


national problems and re-elected its 
present officers, including Mrs. Arthur 
M. Dodge, of New York, as president. 
An elalmrate pageant depicting the life 
and work of Susan B. Anthony, pioneer 
suffrage leader, was the concluding fea- 
ture of the convention of the congres- 
sional union.

Rev. Edward F. G-aresche, S. 
J., Addresses 1,500 Peo- 
ple at the Majestic. 


With every seat in the large auditor- 
ium of the Majestic theater occupied 
Monday evening at the Catholic mass 
meeting, Rev. Edward F. Gareflche, S. 
J., spoke at length on the social ques- 
tion of the day in his address on tlio 
theme,"The Field Before Us." It was 
estimated that over 1^00 people heard 
his address, as many stood throughout 
tlie ren^tion of the program, which oc- 
cupied nearly two hours. 


Rt. Rev. Bishop Herman J. Alerding 
presided at the meeting and introduced 
the speaker of the evening. In his in- 
troductory remarks the bishop said that 
in times heretofore the defense of the 
Catholic doctrines and the justificationd 
of her practices were taken care of by 
the clergy, but that the time had now 
arrived when the laity must assist. 


The evening's program was supple- 
mented with several beautiful musical 
selections. The Italian orchestra, under 
the direction of Rev. Anthony Petrilli, 
rendered four selections. 
Mrs. E. H. 
Kirkland gave a solo, "Salve Regina," 
accompanied by Miss Helene Clifford. 
Edward Cranston sang "Ave Maria" 
and was accompanied by Miss Grace 
Prince. 
Miss ^Marguerite Flick delignt- 
ed the audience with a violin solo, ac- 
companied by Miss Margaret Foohey. 
At the close of the evening's program 
the audience arose and sang "America" 
and "The Star Spangled Banner." 


After thanking the bishop for bis 
generous 
words 
in introducing him, 
Father Garesche began his address by 
giving a general survey of the social 
conditions as they exist today. 
He 
then emphasized the fact that it was 
the duty of every Catholic church mem- 
ber to do his part in stamping out th«de 
evils. 


The speaker stated that three-fourths 
of the male population of this country 
are without a living wage and that 
three-fifths of the grown women re- 
ceive less than a living wage and that 
there are ten million girls who work 
for $5 or less a week. He proceeded to 
tell in a very graphic way how it was 
therefore that so much evil arose on ac- 
count of these labor conditions, and 
how the social evil was an outgrowth 
of it. 


In his closing remarks Father Garesche 
urged that everyone present awaken to 
his sense of responsibility and that the 
questions of the day should be squarely 
met. 
He also 
asked 
that 
everyone 
should lend a helping hand to the for- 
eigner, to aid him in learning the lan- 
guage and in acquiring the rights of 
citizenship. 


Rev. Garesche left Tuesday morning 
for St. Louis. In January he will con- 
duct a Triduum in New Orleans and es- 
tablish a sodality union.

STOlSENBUlie SAYS 
PROmSlilS ClUR 


Convention Shall Pick Nom- 
inees Unless One Has 
Majority of Votes. 


Indianapolis, Dee. 
14.—^Unlcss some 
candidate for United States senator or 
governor shall receive a majority of all 
(){ the votes cast in the primary, to be 
held March 7, the nomination shall be 
made by the state convention. 
This is 
the opinion of Attorney General Stotsen- 
burg, author of tiie ju'imary election bill 
fjassed at the last session of the Icgis 
laturc. 


There has been a great deal of contro- 
versey regarding the method of making 
the; nominations for senator and gover- 
nor. 
Some of the foremost attorneys 
in Indiana are holding that a ])lurality 
candidate may be nominated for gover- 
nor and senator and that under section 
28 of the new law there is no possibility 
of a state convention making the nom- 
inations for governor and senator. 


Others hold that tlie law provides in 
section 33 that the state convention shall 
nominate unless the candidates for gov- 
ernor and senator receive a majority of 
all of the votes cast. This is the theory 
of the attorney general, who not only 
wroti! the law, but is defending it before 
th(» .supreme court. Quincy A. Myers of 
Logansport, former judge of the supreme 
court and now a candidate for the re- 
l)ui)lican nomination for governor, is said 
to hold this theory of the law. 


Candidates. Are Interested 
Interpretation of the law is of much 
importance to the candidates for gover- 
nor and senfttor, and to tlieir ffjllowers. 
If it is held finally that section 35 means 
ti>at the state conventions shall nomi- 
ijate for governor and senator unless 
some candidates receive a majority of 
all of the votes cast it is likely that 
the stat« conventions will be called on 
to nominate the entire state ticket. 


If section 28 of the law providing the 
method of tabulating the A'^ote is to be 
followed a candidate for senator or gov- 
eiTior having a plurality might be nomi- 
nated. 
^V^lile the opinion of the at- 


torney general is not final it is of unus- 
ual importance in view of the fact that 
tlic attorney general is called on for iil- 
terpretation of laws. In tlie present case 
it is more than unusually important be- 
cause the attorney general was the au- 
tl'or of the law in question. 


lie points out several sections that 
have a bearing on the race for governor 
and senator. 
Sec. 33 contains the fol- 
lowing: ' 


"In case there has been a preferential 
vote for a candidate for governor or 
United States senator any candidate for 
either of such oflices has received a 
majority of the votes of such party cast 
in such primary for such office, such can- 
didate shall be declared by such conven- 
tion to be the nominee of such party for 
such ollice. 


"In ease of a preferential vote for can- 
didates for any of such offices and no 
candidate for such offices receives such 
u;ajority, such preferential vote shall be 
disregarded." 


Clause Causes Confusion 
The following at the close of Sec, 33 
is probably the cause of most of the con-*' 
fu.sion: 


"To determine whether any such can- 
didate has a majority the method of con- 
sidering first and second votes as pro- 
vided in Sees. 27 and 28 hereof shall ob- 
tain." 


See. 27 states that the primary votes, 
except as otherwise provided, shall be 
the same as at a general election. 
The 
''otlierwise provided" refers to the meth- 
od of tabulating first and second choice 
voles. 
A clause in Sec. 27 bearing on 
tlie situation follows: "Their returns 
(meaning the returns of the canvassing 
boards) shall contain the whole number 
of first choice votes and the whole num- 
ber of second choice votes cast for each 
candidate of each political party.'" 


This means that the first and second 
choice votes shall be taken into consid- 
oration for governor nnd senator in de- 
termining which has the lead. 


Sec. 28 provides the method of de- 
termining which candidate has received 
the nomination by preferential vote. 
It 
says that if any candidate has received a 
i;7ajority of the first choice votes cast he 
shall be declared th^ nominee. 


If no candidate is thus nominated the 
lowest candidate shall be dropped 
apd 
the second choice votes cast under his 
njjme for other candidates shall be added 
to 
their 
second 
choice 
votes. 
This 
process shall be continued until one can- 
didate has a majority or until two can-

Gives Rise to Controversy. 


Tlio fact that See. 28 does not state 
that this method shall apply to candi- 
dates for governor and senator even if 
ijw. total of the first and second choice 
votes does not amount to a majority of 
all of the votes cast has resulted in a 
great deal of controversy. 
If Sec 28 
governs the nomination ^f candidates for 
governor and senator it might bo that 
some candidates merely having a plural- 
ity might be declared the nominee, in 
v/iuch case tliere would be no such thing 
as tlie state convention making the nom- 
inations. 
A plurality nomination would 
be easier tlian a majority nomination. 


Stotsenbxirg liolds that the part of Sec. 
33 declaring that the candidates 
for 
seniitor and governor must receive a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast to be nomin- 
ated must bo observed, and that the part 
of Sec. 33 referring to the method of tab- 
ulation provided in Sees. 27 and 28 does 
not mean that if tl>c process of elimina- 
tion is followed until only two men re- 
main, and neither has a majority of all 
the votes cast, either shall be declared 
the nominee because he has more votes 
than the other. 
The process of elimin- 
ation in the case of governor and sen- 
ator is merely to determine whether any 
candidate has a majority of all the votes 
cast, the ftttorney general e.xplains. 


Says Provision Is Plain 


Stotsenburg says that the machinery 
for making the nominations for senator 
and governor if no candidate 
receives 
a majority of all the votes cast is pro- 
vided in Sec, 33, whore it states plainly 
that the result of the preferential vote 
shall be disregarded unles» the candidate 
for governor or senator receives a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast. 


The methods of tabulation set forth in 
Sees. 27 and 28 provide the machinery 
for nomination of iill candidates from 
representatives in congress down,. 
The 
law provides for compulsory primary for 
all nominations except for the state of- 
fices from lieutenant governor down and 
for governor and senator as stated in 
Sec. 33. in the case of all other candi- 


dates than governor, senator, president 
and vice president, on state ticket the 
method of determining who shall receive 
the nominations shall be as set forth in 
Sec. 27. 
Sec. 14 provides for the filing 
of the names of the candidates for gov- 
ernor, senator, president and vice presi- 
dent sixty days ahead of the primary, 
and for a preferential vote on them. 


Sec. 23 provides for the first and sec- 
ond choice voting on the candidate Tor 
stnator, governor, 
president and vice 
president. 
Sec. 2G shows the form of 
the tally sheets to be used by the can- 
vassing boards. Sees. 27 and 28 go into 
detail regarding the metlio<l of tabulat- 
ing the vote and how to determine who 
has been nominated.

Requirements for Board 
j 


Stotsenburg .says that the canvassing 
boards shall follow 
the provisions of 
Sees. 27 and 28 in tabulating the votes 
lor governor and .senator, but if it hap- j 
pens that no candidate for such offices 
shall have received a majority of all the 
votes cast, including first and second 
choice, after -the process of elimination 
has been followed down to two candi- 
dates, the state convention shall make 
the nomination. 


The method may be illustrated as fol- 
lows: If 100,000 votes are east for the 
lepublican candidiftes for senator, no 
candidate shall be declared the nominee 
in the preferential primary imless his 
total first and second choice vdtea shall 
exceed 50,000. 
Otherwise the nomina- 
tion is up to the state convention. 
It 
might happen that one candidate for 
senator would receive 49,500 and one of 
hif opponents 49,000, including first and 
second choice, in which case the state 
convention would have to step in and 
name the candidate 


Stosenburg says that it is clear this 
is the intent of the law and that the ma- 
chinery is provided in Sec. 33 for nom- 
inating for senator and governor where 
li majoritv vote is not cast for any can- 
didate.

Says General Public Should 
Be More Concerned in 


Labor Matters. 
f, 


. 
In an address at Delaware college last 
Thursday, Elisha Lee,'general superin- 
tendent of the Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington railroad, a subsidiary of 
the Pennsylvania, gave the labor sitaa- 
tion as vicv.'ed from a railroad manage- 
ment standpoint. 
In part Mr. Let» -i 1: 


"A serious problem confronts both the 
ra-ilroads and the public tuoity. 
^^ i.^ .. 
Fubject upon which much statesmanship 
must be expended in the next few years 
if the problem is to be solved to the 
credit of our nation. 
It is a problem 
that 
you younger men will have 
to 
wrestle with as citizens. 
T refer to the 
labor problem and particularly the rail- 
road labor problem. 


"I will quote the concluding words of 
the arbitrators between the locomotive 
engineers and the eastern railways in 
1912, which gives warning of a situation 
t^i which the public has been singularly 
indifferent. 


" 'The food and clothing of our people, 
the industries and the general welfare 
of the nation, cannot l)e permifted to 
depend upon the policies and the dictates 
of any particular group of men, whether 
employers or employees, nor upon the 
determination of a group of employers 
and employees, combined. 
The public 


utilities of the nation are of such funda- 
mental ijnportance to the whole people 
that their operation must not be inter- 
rupted, and means must be worked out 
which will guarantee the result.' 


"Adjustment of working 
conditions 
has been considered a matter of private 
c(mcern affecting only employer and em- 
ployed. 
Yet the railway provides a ser- 
vice which is a necessity of the entire 
people, and the interruption of .this ser- 
vice would prove to bo a national calam- 
ity. Wage increases in this industrj- are 
usually sooner* or later shift.Ml to the 
shoulders of the people at large in the 
form of increase<l rates. 
The phblic's 
interest in railway labor controversies 
i^| supreme and' should assert itself far 
more eflectively than it ha.« thus far in 
the con.siderati(jn or adoption of any 
¡'hnis for wage regulation. 


"At the present time we see very little 
in the papers about labor movement on 
railroads, but as a matter of fact the pot 
is seething hot. 
A movement is now on 
foot to seciu-e the association of all the 
train organizations in one united demand 
upon the roads. On many of the railway 
systems federation of the four brother- 
hootls is in effect and On others working 
agreements exist between • 
of the organizations. 
Faced by this new 
i<iea of a united labor force in an Inuiiv- 
ided countr.v, the public may well give 
hted and devote its best thought to a 
fonsiileration of its own interest in the 
outcome. 
% 


"In recent negotiations and arbitra- 
tion proceedings among other arguments 
a demand for standardization has been 
niore or less vigorously 
])ressed—the 
same p'ay for the same work in the same 
class of service, whether train operation 
is on single or double track, in moun- 


tainous or level country, in branch or 
main line service, on linds of heavy or 
light traffic . But the 
standardization 
wanted is standardization 
upward as 
was very frankly stated in a recent 
controversy by one of the labor leaders, 
and leaves the high spots plainly 
in 
view. 


"The result of such standardization is 
to raise the lower end of the wage scale 
regardless of Avork performed or respon- 
sibility incurred. 
Results obtained un- 
der such conditions have been «attained 
iii a haphazard fashion and are attended 
l y much discrimination. 


"There has been little in the process 
Uji to the present time that could be 
(iesignated aii scientific, such questions 
often being settled from the standpoint 
of immediate expediency. 


"No final solution of so perple.ving a 
problem as that of the relations of caj)- 
ital and labor is expected within the 
near future, but we should begin at 


once to give serious thought to the whols 
question and thus lay the foundation 
for a larger participation on the part 
of the public in the settlement of dis- 
pi:tes in which its interest is paramount. 


"In the foregoing remarks do not un- 
derstand me that I am criticising the 
individual or the great mass of railroad, 
employees. 
I know of no finer body of 
men generally than the employees of the 
railroads today. 
They are hard-Work- 
ing, conscientious men, who are sincerely 
and devotedly doing their work—often 
luulcr most 
trying 
circumstances, at 
great personal inconvenience and dis- 
comfort and sometimes even at personal 
risk and danger. 
I would venture the 
guess that we have very slight, if any, 
fault to find with i)8 per cent, of the 
employes- and I am proud of the fact 
tliat it is my 
good 
fortime to work 
with them."

Can you "dope" a world's series? 
In the opinion of a protagonist 
among baseball writers this can be 
done, and after voluminous lucubra- 
tions this expert before the recent 
world's series laid comparative fig- 
ures before his fans. 


He compared infielders, outfielders 
and catchers. 


The pitchers also were food for 
comparison and, of course, Alexan- 
der was the most highly rated of 
them all. 


Yet in the very first game of the 
world's series Ernest Shore, a gaunt 
collegian, who has been in the big 
leagues but two short seasons, out- 
pitched the far-famed Grover Cleve- 
land Alexander and would have beat- 
en him, too, had the Boston 
Red 
Sox played their normal offensive 
game. 


The fact that 
Sbore 
outpitched 
Alexander and that the Boston Red 
Sox played sub-normally would tend 
to prove right on the jump tliat 
world's series games are "un-dope- 
ftble." 
They are. 
A critic might analyze two teams 
and with fair accuracy tell which 
one would prove the superior over 
the course of a season of play. But 
to call the turn in a seven-game se- 
ries is another thing and a widely 
different thing. 


For instance in the eighth ipriing 
of that first game one very important 
play—the play, in fact, which al- 
lowed Philadelphia to lally the win- 
ning run—based itself about an in- 
field grounder, a slow one, too, that 
went straight at Shore and appeared 
to be an easy out as all the pitcher 
had to-do was to pick up the ball 
and throw it to the first baseman. 
Yet that ball was diabolically pos- 
sessed. As it neared Shore it took . 
in unexpected quirk ro one side,, the 
big pitcher fell over it and the man 
arrived safely at first and another 
scored on what 99 times In 100 
would have been an easy out. 


Could any man Ifving call the turn 
on such a freak of fortune? Certain- 
ly not. 


Basieball is so executed in uncer- 
tainty that no one can with positive 
accuracy 
call 
the 
turn 
on 
one single play. We might state 
that It is certain the pitcher will 
throw the ball to the catcher. Is it? 
At that particular time we call the 
turn, as we think, the pitcher may 
misa the catcher entirely and exe- 
cute a wild pitch. Most of them do 
make wild pitches.

In the regular season of play It is 
most unusual when Cobb does not 
contribute some exceptional feature 
at least once in three days. Yet he 
went through three world's series 
without in anywise doing anything 
that would stamp him as better than 
an ordinary ball player.

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BULGARIANS BREAK 


ANGLO-FRENCH LINE 


Berlin, Dec. 14.—(Via Sft.vviUe.)-Bul- 


garian troops have broken through the 
Anglo-French line and cut off the French 
forces from the British, according to an 
official statement dated Dec. 12 received 
icre today from Serbia. It is tinted a 
long section of the French front was 
tukcn by storm, the French forces suffer- 
ing heavy losses. The statement, as 
given out by the Overseas News Agency, 
follows: 


"The Bulgarians continued pursuit ol 


the Anglo-French troops on both banks 
of the Vardar, in the direction of Giev- 
jitli and Doiran. 


"On the right bank of the Vardar the 


Bulgarians stormed the whole French 
finnt between Jlilektovo and Smoka- 
Titza, southwest of Kovanetz. French 
regiments Xos. 45, 84, 145 and 284 suf- 
fered heavily. Near Kebortzi our cav- 
airy routed a French battalion and cap- 
tured it* commander. On the left bank 
oC tho Vardar we routed the enemy from 
fortified positions. The defeated British 
•withdrew to the southeast, toward Kar- 
Biielarlar and the French to the south- 
west toward Bogdantzi. 
A Macedonian 


<l;vision broke through tho front, cap- 
tured Bogdantzi and cut off the French 
from the British. 


"The French killed or captured belong 


for the most part to Gen, Bailloud's divi- 
sion, composed of regiments No. 175 and 
180 and the Second regiment of Zouaves. 
The pursuit continues." 


GERMANY WILL PROTEST. 


Rwenta Granting of Further Conotailona 


to-Allie» by Greece. 


London, Dec 14—(9:43 a. m.)—Germany 


apparently lias no intention of permitting 
Greece to grant any further concessions 
tc the allies without a vehement protest. 
Reuter'B correspondent at Athens says 
German diplomats already have 
taken 


steps -which may add considerably 
to 


Greece's .difficulties if pressed. It is an- 
nounced officially at Athens, the corre- 
spondent continues, that Germany has 
asked Greece "whether the new facilities 
afforded the allies compromise Greek neu- 
trality in any way."

Rt. TCcv. Bishop Herman J. Alerdin|

Refused to Stop Looting 


and Raiding of Ameri- 


cans by Yaquis. 


Topolobamno, Mex., Dec. 13.—(Via 


San Diego, Cnl., Dec, 14.)—How Yaqu 
Indians raiding the Vaqui valley loot- 
ed property of Americans, destroying 
what they could not carry away, mur- 
dered a number of Mexicans after 
stealing tlwir clothing and committed 
other wanton depredations while Mex- 
ican troops stationed in the vicinity 
remained inactive, refusing 
to check 


them is described in the first connected 
story of the raids received here today. 


The Mexican troops were sent from 


the stole of Jalisco. 
Excepting three 


hours lighting the. first day they did 
nothing with the y*qui», saying thc> 
had lx>cn sent to fight Villa troops not 
Indian*. 
Fir* hundred ludiani 
«D 


pearcd along the Yaqui river Dec. 9 
And fired into Mexican villages between 
tocoril and Espcranza. Mexican troops 
epuUed them but next day they ap- 
>eared to the south in the heart of the 
American settlement where they cap- 
,ured six Mexican laborers and gath- 
ered up quantities of corn. After strip- 
ping tho laborers of their clothes they 
mutilated and murdered ^them. 


The large experimental station, owned j 


and operated by the Richardson Con- 
struction company, was tho next place 
attacked. The superintendent and em- 
ployes were forced to flee for their lives. 
Th» •warehouses were broken into and 
grain that could not be carried off was 
mixed with poison. Tho experimental 
station plant was generally wrecked. 


December 11 seventy-five Indians went 


south and took possession of the Cajoao 
rivnch, an American property, where they 
emptied 2,500 sacks of rice paddy, carry- 


ing away the sacks and some corn. 


The raiders left the valley that after- 


noon driving with them 200 mules loaded 
with provisions, their winter supply. 


Appeals for help were sent out by the 


Richardson company to the larger Mexi- 
can garrisons a. few miles away, but no 
tro6ps arrived until yesterday morning 
long after the Indians had left the val- 
lev 
Gen. Diguez last October assured

in Indiana arc holding that a plurality 
ciiiuliilatu may b« nominated for jjovcr- 
nor ami «cniit<>r and that under .section 
2S of the new law there is no possibility 
of 11 slate convention making the nom- 
inations for governor ami senator. 


Others hold that the law provides iu 


section ill! that tlie state convention shall 
nominate unless the candidates for gov- 
ernor nnd senator reeeive a majority of 
all of the voles cast. This is the theory 
of the attorney general, who not only 
wrote the InAV, lint, is dsfcndinj; it. lieforo 
tin- supreme court. Quincy A. livers of 
Lo«ansport, former jmlfie of the supreme 
court and now a candidate for the re- 
piihlican nomination for governor, is said 
ti, hold this theory of the law. 


Candidates Are Interested 


Interpretation of the law is of niueh 


importance to the candidates for gover- 
nor and senator, and to their followers. 
1 f it is held finally that sect ion 35 menus 
Unit, the state conventions shall nomi- 
nate; for governor and senator unless 
some candidates receive a majority of 
all of the votes east it is likely that 
the state conventions will be called on 
to nominate the entire state ticket. 


If section 28 of the law providing the 


method of tabulating the. vote is to lie 
followed a candidate for senator or gov 
ernor having a plurality might be nomi 
natcd. 
While the opinion of the at- 


tonii-v general is not final it IK of unus- 
ual importance in view of the fact that 
tin attorney general is called on for in- 
tct pi-elation of laws. In the present case 
it is more than unusually important be- 
cause "the attorney general was the au- 
ti-or of the law in question. 


lie points out several sections that 


have ii bearing on the race for governor 
ami senator. 
Sec. :!3 contains the fol- 


IiiWiug: 


"In case there has been a prefercntia 


vote for a candidate for governor or 
I'nited Stales senator any candidate for 
either of such olliccs has received a 
majority of the votes of such party cast 
in such primary for such oflicc, such can- 
il'ihite shall be declared by such conven- 
tion to he the nominee of such party for 
lillfll olliee. 


"Ill ease of a preferential vote for can- 


didates for any of such oflices and no 
candidate for such olliccs receives such 
i L i i j u r i l v , Mich preferential vote shall be 
lisn-mirded." 


Clause Causes Confusion 


The following lit the close uf See. 33 


,s probiibly the cause of most of the con- 
fiisiiin: 


"To determine whether any such can- 


liiiate has a majority the method of con- 
sidering first, and second votes as pro- 


ided in Sees. '27 and 28 hereof shall ob- 


tain." 


.Sec. 27 states that the primary votes, 


except us otherwise provided, hhall he 
tl.e same as at. a general election. The 


otherwise provided" refers to tlic meth- 


od of tabulating first and second choice 
voles. A clause in Sec. 27 bearing on 
the situation follows: "Their returns 
(meaning the returns of the canvassing 
boards) shall contain the whole number 
of Ili-Ht choice votes and the whole num- 
ber of second choice votes cost for ca«h 
candidate, of each political party.'" 


This means that the lirst and second 


choice votes shall be taken into cnnsid- 
,-mlion for governor and senator in de- 
termining which has the lead. 


Sec. 
28 provides the method of de- 


termining which candidate has received 
the nomination hy preferential vote. It 
says that if any candidate has received a 
majority of the first choice votes cast he 
slm'll lie declared the nominee. 


If no candidate is thus nominated the 


lowest candidate shall be dropped and 
the second choice votes cast under his 
name for other candidates shall he added 
to 
their 
second 
choice votes. This 


process shall be continued until one can- 
didate; has a majority or until two c»n-

Gives Rise to Controversy. 


Tlio fact that *cc. as does not state 


tlmt this method shall apply to candi- 
dates for governor and senator even if 
lint total of the lirst and second choice 
votes doe» not. amount to a majority of 
nil of the votes oust has resulted in a 
j;rcat deal of controversy. 
If Sec 28 


governs the nomination of candidates for 
governor ami senator it might l>c that 
some candidates merely having a plural- 
ity might he declared the nominee, in 
v.'hich ease there would be no such thing 
as the stale convention making the nom- 
inations. A plurality nomination would 
be easier than a majority nomination. 


Stotsenburg holds that the part of Sec. 


33 declaring that the candidates for 
senator -and "governor-must receive a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast to be nomin- 
ated must be observed, and that the part 
of Sec. 33 referring to tlic method of tab- 
ulation provided in Sees. ii7 and 28 docs 
not mean that if the process of elimina- 
tion is followed until only two men re- 
main, and neither has a majority of all 
the votes cast, either shall be declared 
the nominee because he has more votes 
than the other. The process of elimin- 
ation in the case of governor and sen- 
ator is merely to determine whether any 
candidate has a majority of all the votes 
cast, the attorney general explains. 


Says Provision Is Plain 


8totscnburg aays that the machinery 


for making the nominations for senator 
and governor if no candidate 
receives 


a majority of all the votes cast is pro- 
vided in Sec. 33, where it states plainly 
that the result of tlic preferential vote 
shall be disregarded unless the candidate 
for governor or senator receives a ma- 
jority of all the votes cast. 


Tlic methods of tabulation set forth in 


Sees. 27 and 28 provide the machinery 
for nomination of nil candidates from 
representatives in congress down. The 
law provides for compulsory primary for 
all nominations except for the state of- 
fices from lieutenant governor down and 
for governor and senator as stated in 
Sec. 33. In the case of all other candi- 


lutes than governor, senator, president 
and vice president, on state ticket the 
nvtliod of determining who shall receive 
;hc nominations shall lie a» net forth in 
Sec. 27. Sec. 14 provides for the filing 
of the names of the candidates for gov- 
ernor, senator, president and vice presi- 
dent sixty days ahead of the primary, 
and for a'preferential vote on them. 


Sec. 23 provides for the first and sec- 


ond choice voting on the candidate far 
suiator, governor, 
president and vice 


president. Sec. 2fl shows the form of 
the tally sheets to Iw used by the can- ' 
vassing'boards. Sees. 27 and 28 go into 
ill-tail regarding the method of tabulat- 
ing the vole and how to determine who 
IniK been nominated.

Requirements for Board

Stotscnburg says that tlic canvassing 


boards shall follow 
the provisions of 


Pecs. 27 and 28 in tabulating the votes 
lor governor and senator, but if it bap- 
pens that no candidate for such offices 
shall have received a majority of all the 
votes cast, including first and second 
choiccj after the process of elimination 
has been followed down to two candi- 
dates, the state convention shall make 
the nomination. 


The method may be illustrated as fol- 


lows: If 100,000 votes arc cast for the 
lepublican candidates for senator, no 
candidate shall be declared the nominee 
in the preferential primary unless his 
total first and second choice votes shall 
exceed 80,000. 
Otherwise the nomina- 


tion is up to the state convention. 
It 


might happen that one candidate for 
senator would receive 40,500 and one of 
liif opponents 40,000, including first and 
second choice, in which case the state 
convention would have to step in and 
nnme the candidate. 


Stosenlmrg says that it is clear this 


is the intent of the law and that the ma- 
chinery is provided in Sec. 33 for nom- 
inating for senator and governor where 
a majority vote is not cast for any can- 
didate.

Box played sub-normally would tend 
to 
prove right on the jump that 


world's series games are "un-dope- 
able." 


They are. 
A critic might analyze two teams 


and with fair accuracy tell which 
one would prove the superior over 
the course of a season of play. But 
to call the turn in a. seven-game sc- 
ries is another thing and a widely 
different thing. 


For instance in the eighth inning 


of that first game one very important 
play—the play, in fact, which al- 
lowed Philadelphia to tally the win-
